Construction of Southern Cali- 
fornia Edison company’s new Box- 
wood substation, which will serve 
the rapidly increasing electrical 
power needs of the Springville 
It is 
expected to go into operation 
within the next few weeks, ac- 
cording to Roscoe R. Sparks, of 
Porterville, district manager. 

Boxwood substation, located on 
the east side of Highway No. 190, 
not far from the center of town, 
will consist of a fenced area meas- 
uring 150 by 70 feet and a small 
concrete block building housing 
protective relay equipment. 

An outdoor-type substation, 
Boxwood is being equipped with a 
bank of three 1,000- kilowatt 
transformers which will reduce 
electricity obtained from Edison’s 
Springville-Tule transmission line 
from 69,000 volts to 11,000 volts, 
Mr. Sparks said. The lower-volt- 
age power will be redistributed 
for local domestic, commercial, 


“ and industrial use,

original family. 


It was back in 1876 that Tom's father, E. L. Cloer, homesteaded a quarter 
section where the Tom Cloer home now is; his sister, Matilda Cloer, homesteaded 
an adjoining quarter section, which is now owned by Tom and Everett Cloer. 


Some of the Cloer property is still in dry farmed wheat, but a cohsiderable 


portion has been brought under irrigation and is leased to E. W. Merritt for pro- 
duction of melons. 


And to get water, Tom Cloer set up what is probably the world’s smallest 


irrigation district — the Cloer Communi 
from the Friant-Ken canal.
